Letlabor learn once for all if 
the railways own the country and are 
licensed to oppress and tyrannize their 
employes to their hearts’ content. 
But the success of either side would 
be no guarantee of peace. It would 
simply lead to a renewal of the war- 
fare as soon as the contestants had re- 
covered breath.

Tuus it seems to us, that inasmuch 
as the spring strikes seem to be as 
regular in their advent as the spring 
freshets, and inasmuch as neither side 
can conquer, it would be fhe plan of 
wisdom and common sense to have a 
commission composed of men of un- 
esting f ability and fairness, ap- 

inted by the government to arbi- 
frate the vexatious questions arising 
continuously between capital and la- 
bor. The decision of such a commis- 
sion would at least give the general 
public a fair judgment as to the merits 
of the case, and a law might be framed 
compelling obedience to its recom- 
mendations,

With regard to the autumn sown 
wheat, the reports continue favorable 
on the whole, but the present severe 
frosts, in the absence o: 5 by motes J 
ofsnow, are not calculated to improve 
the outlook. In France there are sore 
complaints on this account, the crops 
there being of course more forward 
than in this country, and the same re- 
marks apply to Germany. 
There this week been hardly any 
life in the wheat trade. Small imports 
five or six weeks have not 
en Gon y the red ay hemes 
whea; e ually g 
Pyar mre ded to the expecta- 
ion of a pressure of a from 
South Russia when navigation re- 
opens, quite offsetting any present de- 
ficiency in our own supplies. The 
shortage in our supplies during the 
ast five weeks has in fact been no 
less than 3,500,000 bus, which in ordi- 
nary seasons would y have 
a a decided resistance to any 
ecline. Now, however, the trade 
seems to be broken down, the generally 
theory being that abundant 
supplies in the summer months would 
cause ons Sereovement to be rapidl 
lost, In it appears to me that it 
is too late now to e t any rise on 
the — of supply and demand. 
The latter will y met after the 
next few weeks, and meanwhile a far- 
ther drain upon our stocks can have 
but little effect. Under these circum- 
stances the present is essentially a 
weather market. The atmosphere will 
evidently govern all future move- 
ments, If the European and Ameri- 
can crops promise well nothing seems 
likely to pint od any life to the trade 
short of political disturbances, which 
of course may at any time . Our 
reports so far, concerning the Ameri- 
can wheat crop are not of a very rosy 
character, and in England, France and 
Germany, the outlook is by no means 
above the average.

We should be careful and not con- 
found varieties with kinds. We raise 
two kinds of wheat in this country, 

ring and winter, and from each of 

a many varieties are pro- 
duced, which we may classify for con- 
venience as r, better, best. 
Ia a future cle I will give an analy- 
sis of flour made from four winter 
varieties which will correspond with 
this classification. Here is a field for 
the scientific miller to work in, for it 
must be admitted that it is a subject 
about which a great deal more can be 
learned than is at present known, and 
in the betterment of milling practical 
millers may hope to receive benefit 
from such investigation. Hence I be- 
lieve these scientific hints may be of 
service in enabling the miller to deter- 
mine for himself the most advisable 
way of blending the wheat from his 
surrounding sections and soils. 

In closing this article I will give 
the reader a remarkable experience, 
claimed by an eminent scientist in cul- 
tivating two kinds of wheat, which to 
me seems to be a stran freak of 
nature, to putit mildly: “A hundred 
seeds of autumn wheat were sown in 
spring. They all came up and produced

Agents for high priced flours find this 
to their cost, for, while they can doa 
little at 10@15c above the low range, 
they can noc place much in the way of 
lines, unless they are down within 
about 5@10c of hard age The bulk of 
the business doing in spring patents 
continues down at about $4.75, while 
some of these special brands go as high 
as $4.90. As was said before, this lat-

It must 
be manifest to all that it would not pay 
to erect large sto elevators at 
farmers’ markets. Only at terminal or 
sto centers are such elevators pro- 
vided. But these elevators can not all 
be established in a single season.

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A PRIMARY MEETING. 


Views of a Number of Millers on 
the Abuses of the Trade—A Plan 
of Action and Various Opin- 
ions for and Against It. 





“< 

On March 15, the NORTHWESTERN 
MILLER sent a circular letter to a large 
number of prominent millers located 
in various sections of the United States, 
with the view of obtaining an expres- 
sion regarding the evils which afflict 
both the domestic and foreign trade. 
The idea was if possible to arrive at 
the sense of the milling public regard- 
ing uniform action, through the Mill- 
ers’ National Association, as a means 
of overcoming the difficulties attend- 
=e oe disposal of the product, about 
which so much has lately been said 


. and written. 


The answers so far received certainly 
indicate that the millers are alive to 
the importance of the subjects under 
consideration, and for the most part 
are willing to join in any movement 
for the general good which promises a 
successful issue. : 

In our circular letter we stated sub- 
stantially, that the “‘crying’’ abuses of 
the trade, so far as we could see, ap- 
peared to be as follows : 


1. Those of the foreign trade— 

a. Present bill of lading. 

b. Delay in shipments caused by 
the ae and careless- 
ness of oads and steam- 
ship lines. Flour being un- 
reasonably held, delayed in 
transit, and shipped gu- 


a 
2. Those of the domestic trade— 

a. Time sales. 

b. Delay of shipments by rail- 
ways and damage by careless 
oe 

c. {rresponsible, tricky flour deal- 
ers. Rebates unjustly ex- 
acted. Cancellation of or- 
ders on flimsy pretexts, etc. 


As far as the bill of lading trouble 
is concerned, the National Associa- 
tion, having the matter already in 
hand, will doubtless succeed in getting 
a satisfactory document, with the as- 
sistance of the foreign delegates ex- 
pected here at the next meeting of the 
Association in June. 

As to the other matters under con- 
— we asked our correspond- 
ents: 

1. If they thought the abuses men- 
tioned could be remedied by united 
action. 

2. If they thought the National As- 
— ould attend to their correc- 

on. 

3. What was their opinion of a gen- 
eral plan which, for want of anything 
better, we su ted for consideration. 
This plan was, briefly: A general sys- 
tem of agencies in all the principal 
flour markets and shipping points of 
the United States, with headquarters 
in New York or Chi . A manager 
to be located at headquarters and a 
corps of agents placed wherever need- 
ed—one or more agents being free to 


travel, whenever and wherever neces- | wi 


sary, to look after the business of the 
Association. Tissue copies of foreign 
billing to be sent to the manager, 
and he, through his agents, to se2 that 
no delays at transfer points or at the 
seaboard occur. Also to receive com- 

laints about tricky dealers, delays in 

elivery, etc, investigate and report; 
to inv: te complaints of flour being 
sold on e, aud satisfy complaining 
member of their truth or falsity; to 
keep members posted, by confidential 
monthly letter, pageeeeng, Messmer 
ble and shifty buyers. short, to 
act, with the assistance of his subor- 
—— as the impartial aid and ad- 
viser of the members of the Associa- 
tion. We admitted that this plan 
might not prove feasible, owing to ex- 
pense, and that it was prohably crude 
and susceptible of great improvement, 
but we offered it for what it might be 
bane and ro gear asked:

he machinery of the National Asso- 
ciation could be profitably cuatores 
in the formation of what I might style 
the “black list,’? containing the names 
of flour dealers who have proven 
themselves unworthy of the confidence 
of the millers. As a further step, a 
bureau might be established to prose- 


cute claims of individual millers who try 


are sufferers by the arbitrary action of 
transportation companiesor by the un- 
just claims of flour dealers. Such cases 
should be of a general nature and 
should be fought less for the purpose 
of assisting the individual miller, than 
to establish general principles for the 
government of the trade. The ex- 
penses of such bureau to be borne pro 
rata by such members of the associa- 
tion as are willing to constitute a 
special class for that purpose. Your 
pian to establish a number of agents 
all over the country, whose duty it 
would be to attend to all the friction 
and troubles connected with the do- 
mestic trade, is, in my opinion, not 
feasible.

e export trade is more managea- 
ble. Inthe first place, the number of 
exporting millers is, comparatively 
g, small, There are but few 





routes to reach the European market, 
and the European market in itself is 
confined to a comparatively small ter- 
ritory. I would propose the forma- 
tion of an export association. If pos- 
sible, it should constitute a part of the 
Millers’ National Association, but its 
management and its finances to be en- 
tirely under a special control. It 
would be unwise, in my opinion, to at- 
tempt too much at the beginning. 
Ps ggene of the system of 
tation, protection against careless 
handling of our goods while in transit, 
thecollection of damages arising from 
such careless handling, and protection 
against the unjust claims of the flour 
dealers in Europe, would be all the ex- 
rt association should attempt for 
he present. To carry this into effect, 
I think it would not be necessary to 
employ agents at the different seaports 
in this country. A common under- 
standing with the steamship compa- 
nies, that they areallowed a maximum 
number of days to forward the ship- 
ment, would be sufficient to ensure 
reasonable dispatch, and if the steam- 
ship companies failed to perform the 
service within reasonable time, they 
would be liable for more or less dam- 
ages, the collection of which would be 
left to the proper authority of the ex- 
port association. In my long experi- 
ence, the railroad companies have very 
seldom been guilty of delay in transit, 
and then in cases, mostly, beyond 
their control, arising from floods or 
snowstorms. However, even the rail- 
roads could be regulated as it is pro- 
posed to treat the steamship compa- 
nies. As a further step, it might 
become advisable to establish resident 
agents at say Liverpool, Glasgow and 
London, who are expected to repre- 
sent the shippers in all utes aris- 
from sea damage, difference of 
quality, etc. The export association 
could establish the rule that all con- 
signees on the other side must apprise 
our agents in due time of their c 8, 
so that the exporting miller has his 
representative on the spot in the ad- 
justment of such claims, and if the 
consignee fails. to do so, then the claim 
is to be invalid.

The thief was in the habit 
of personating a teamster sent by the 
owners to take the produce from the 
cars, afterward selling it in small lots 
to retail dealers. Suspicion fina'ly 
turned to one Dan Prendeville, and he 
is now under arrest. 


The millers and shippers of Winona, 
Minn., and others doing business on 
the Winona & St. Peter railroad, held 
a meeting a‘ the former place March 
27 and decided to protest against the 
recent advance in milling and shipping 
in transit rates, whereby rates are 
made 12c to Caicago, being only 7c from 
Minneapolis. A delegation of millers 
and grain men left for Chicago the 
same evening to look into the matter. 


The first bill before congress propos- 
ing a bounty on corn, etc, is claimed 
to have seriously affected American 
dealers in making sales of the cereal 
for future delivery in France. On this 
information being conveyed by the St. 
Louis merchants’ exchange to the 
house committee on agriculture, that 
body killed the measure by reportin 
adversely on it. Another bill, however, 
of a very similar character, has since 
been introduced by a representative 
from Ohio. 


A dispatch from Virden, Man., of 
March 27, says: The flour mill will 
close down next week on account of 
the blockads. Much indignation is felt 
by the mill owners and others here at 
the action of the Canadian Pacific 
railway with regard to freight rates 
on flour. The road. discriminates in 
favor of the Minneapolis millers over 
the Sault Ste. Marie to such an extent 
that they are ena led to pay the duty 
and then undersell the millers here in 
eastern markets. 


At a recent meeting of the mn sec- 
tion of the Toronto, Ont., board of 
trade, a petition was adopted to the 
Dominion parliament embodying pro- 
d amendments to the inspection 
act of 1385 relating to Manitoba hard 
wheat, northern spring wheat, white 
fife wheat and Manitoba barley. It 
was voted to send a copy of the peti- 
tion to the board of e of Montreal 
for approval, and to endeavor, if pos- 
sible, to have the act amended during 
the present session. 


It is propos3d to issue debentures to 
the amount of $3,000, to be offered as 
a bonus to secure the erection of a 
roller mill in Glenboro, Man. The 
municipality of Argyle is expected to 
give $2,000 for the same purpose. 
This is said to be one of the best wheat 
growing points in the province, having 
excellent water with a good supply of 
wood within a short distance, and no 
mill nearer than 20 miles, s> that it ap- 
pears to offer a good opening for an 
enterprise of this kind. 


Superintendent Whyte, of the Cana- 
dian Pacific, says that a large fleet of 
American vessels will go to Port Ar- 
thur, Man., in the summer to carry 
away the wheat stored there. Freights 
— to be very low, contracts hav- 
ng been recently made at as low a 
rate as 3ic from Port Arthur to Buf- 
falo. A prominent grain dealer con- 
firms this assertion and predicts 
another fall in rates to 3c. Some over 
anxious shippers made contracts some 


from Port Arthur to Buffalo, thinking 
that there wouid be a scarcity of ton- 
nage offered. The drop in rates to- 
gether with the late flop in prices in 
the outside markets has made these 
men very sick. The serious aspect of

The Kansas Plan. 





Kansas farmers have formed a club 
at Meriden, which proposes to secure 
better prices for grain and other farm 
produce. The pian contemplates the 
establishment of ten central agencies 
at Chicago, Cincinnati, Kansas City, 
eng ag Omaha, St. Louis, Cedar 
nw t. Paul, Milwaukee and Louis- 
vilie. These agencies are to do all the 
selling for the members of the associa- 
tion, for which they will be paid stated 
salaries. The territory tributary to 
these commercial points is to be divid- 
ed into eight principal districts, and 
subdivided into sub-district associa- 
tions by counties. The principal of 
each central agency, together with a 
general superintendent of the associa- 
tion to be appointed, constitute an 
executive board, with power to regu- 
late and control shipments of products 
upon the markets, and to do other 
things, that in their jadgment are to 
the best interests of the association. 
Should it at any time appear to this 
executive board, that the farmers are 
not getting a reasonable price for their 
wheat, cattle and hogs, in order to se- 
cure or force the payment of reason- 
able prices the board will issue an 
order discontinuing all shipments and 
sales of these products for a period of 
ten days or until satisfactory pric2s 
can be obtained. - 

The idea of the organizers of the 
club is that Chicago to this country is 
what Liverpool is to Europe in —- 
lating the markets for food supply. 
The price of grain, beef and pork in 
Chic is the price at all other mar- 
ketable points in the west less the cost 
of taking these products to Chicago. 
If they can by the proposed organiza- 
tion, stop the shipment of these com- 
modities to the markets of Chicago, 
even for the period of five days, they 
believe they can control the Chicago 
market and thus solve the question of 
fair prices for farmers. The association 
is expected to inelude all the north-
